State Bans Sale
0f Home Canned
Low Acid Foods

Sale of home-canned low acid
foods is in violation of the state
cannery inspection act, Dr. Wil-
ton L. Halverson, director of the
state department of public
health, warns,

“The department's food and
drug- inspectors have reported
that such foods are being of-
fered for sale at roadside stands,
grocery stores and church ba-
zaars, as well as being served to
restaurant patrons,” Dr. Halver- -
son said. “Only commercially
packed low acid foods, packed
in licensed canneries under su-
pervision, can be sold in Cali-
fornia.”

Last year in California, 11
cases of botulism poisoning with
seven deaths, were caused
improperly home-canned fi
such as corn, beans, asparagus,
string beans and pigs feet, Dr.
Halverson reported,

Non-acid  foods include all
vegetables except tomatoes and
rhubarb, olives, meats, fish and
poultry.
